A CANADIAN EXPERIMENT. 

Canada is about to make a venture in the 
struggle of the public against trusts. A minis- 
terial bill dealing with the issue in a radical 
way, has been irtroduced in the Dominion Par- 
liament. It provides that if as many as six per- 
sons present to a Superior Court judge, prima 
facie evidence of the existence of a conspiracy or 
combination in restraint of trade, or to fix prices, 
the judge shall at once order an investigation by 
a board of three persons, one appointed by the 
complainants, one by the defendants and one by 
the judge. The board has the power of a court. 
Three remedies are Provided. The combine may 
be fined as much as $1000 a day until the abuse 
ceases; tariff protection may be withdrawn from 
articles produced by the combine; and patents 
used to restrict trade may be revoked. 

Not until this means has been applied and 
tested can final judgment be pronounced upon 
its worth. It has, however, the clear merits of 
simplicity of form and facility of use. It will 
not require much machinery to set it working, 
nor any long process to get results. These ad- 
vantages may prove to be of sufficient force to 
make the law thoroughly effective. It will be 
worth while for us to watch the testing of the 
law when it is put in operation. It may aid us 
in dealing with the similar issue in this country,

Kstablishing 
savings depositories is not a proper function of our 
central Government; and nothing could have been 
further from the intent of the states in vesting in 
that Government power “to establish postoffices and 


habits of the people in saving or investing their 
money.

THE LURE OF CANADA. 
From the Hartford Times. 

The virgin and fertile soil of the Canadian North- 
west is a magnet which is drawing multitudes of 
Americans to the Dominion. The total number of 
emigrants from the United States to Canada last year 
is officially computed at 90,148. The Canadian Immi- 
gration Commissioner estimates that the average 
wealth of -these Yankee settlers is $1000, and if that 
guess is near the truth a large amount of capital 
moved across the border. 

The movement of Americans to the cheap and fruit- 
ful lands of Northwest Canada is a fact of economic 
importance. The development of Western Canada 
is being pushed rapidly. New railroads are spanning 
the provinces, and rich agricultural, mineral and tim- 
ber lands are being tapped. 

Doubtless great are the opportunities of this new 
country, but the settlers must pay the price. It is 
a question as to just how many hardships they are 
willing to endure, and just how many privations 
they are willing to undergo. Life isn’t beer and skit- 
tles under the northern sun. The winters are long 
and tedious, and impose a drain on the human sys- 
tem. But the summers with the long days of sun- 
shine that make wheat grow at a rate that almost 
violates the speed laws, are glorious. 

For hardly any inteligent settlers who are willing 
to forego the conveniences and attractions of an old- 
er civilization, Western Canada has large rewards. 
But hardy and intelligent men are likely to get ahead 


anywhere.

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WHAT THE SHIPPERS OF ST. LOUIS HAVE —— 
TO SAY ON THE TERMINAL QUESTION 




















Address of the Shippers’ Committee Read By Its Chairman, Mr. Murray Carleton, at the Meeting of the. House of 
Delegates Committee on Railroads, Wednesday, Feb. 2, in Relation to the Pending Ordinances 
Seeking to Extend the Railroad Terminal Facilities of St. Louis 


We appear before you to.emphasiz e our approval of the object of House 
Bill No, 391. 


Before proceeding to present to you facts which we feel should be given 


- eareful consideration in the discussion of this subject,’ we desire to call atten- 


tion to the very satisfactory results obtained by the Municipal Bridge and Ter- 
‘ninal Commission in the establishment of this city as a rate-basing point. This 
.result, which was accomplished by careful and considerate co-operation with 
the railroads, i is recognized as of the utmost importance, and gives to the ship- 
Ing interests of this City immeasurable benefits daily. 


The opposition to this bill, as reflected by the daily press and also by some 
of the interests that have appeared before your committee, is evidently based 
upon a misunderstanding of the real situation, and is not, as we understand it, 
representative of the shipping interests of Ste Louis, whose continued success 
and existence is absolutely dependent upon these additional terminal facilities 
for which we now pray. 


As shippers, we are vitally interested in giving to this City improved ter- 


— minal railroad facilities, and believe that this paramount feature should not 


be obscured by the discussion of other subjects that cannot be settled either by 
the Municipal authorities or by the Terminal Railroad Association. 


In the consideration of this subject we should stand on the proposition 
that neither the Terminal Railroad Association nor the City should attempt 


to impose upon the other obligations beyond the power of ¢ither to perform. 


It is claimed by some, as we ——— it, that this City is discriminated 
against in the handling of shipments within the 100-mile zone. If.there is a 
‘discrimination, it must be in some particular rate in and of itself, and not in 
_ the conditions as compared with other cities; for it is a fact that higher rates 
are charged on points within 100-miles of New York City to New York 
~ City than to ersey City. It is a fact that higher rates are charged from 








points east of the Mississippi River to Louisville than to New Albany. It is a 


fact that higher rates are charged from points in Iowa to Omahaghan to Coun- 


cil Bluffs. It is,a fact that higher rates are charged to Chicago from points 
within 100 miles of Chicago than to the junction points where several of the 
railroads use terminal lines to enter Chicago, such as the Wabash, Grand 
Trunk and others who use Chicago and Western Indiana Belt Railroads, just 
as the several East Side lines use the Terminal Association for entering St. 
Louis; and, in fact, there is no important city in the country to and from 
which the rates from nearby points are not scaled substantially as they are to 
and from here. 


Two points,.therefore, are clear. First: Our rates between St. Louis and 
all of the territory east of the Mississippi River are now interstate rates, and 
are covered by interstate tariffs. Second: It necessarily follows that if 
these rates are unreasonable they must be adjusted with the railroads using 
the terminal facilities, and not with the Terminal Railroad Association ; cr by 
direct appeal to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only bod; having 
legal power to pass upon or determine the reasonableness of these rates. 


Therefore it is quite reasonable to assume that the adjustment of our rates 
and the observance of our rights and interests so far as the same are involved 
therein, may with safety be left in the hands of the traffic bureaus of the city, 
and the proposition of the Terminal Railroad Association be handled upon its 
merits with a yiew to obtaining for this city additional facilities for the hand- 
ling of our freight without delay, 


Our rates are as a general proposition, upon a reasonable parity with 
those of our competitive cities, and we should address ourselves to the question 
of the transportation of our goods. What we are particularly interested in is 
the expeditious handling of our shipments, and as to whether the facilities 
offered by the railroads for the handling of these shipments are on a parity 
with the facilities offered to our competitors in other cities, particularly Chi- 


cago and Kansas City. Those two cities have relatively a far greater number 
of miles of team track than we have on this side of the river, and that the par- 
ticular feature which tends to congestion and delays in handling shipments 
consigned to and from this city is due to the fact that there is a much larger 
percentage of track room at East St. Louis than at St. Louis for the handling 
and distributing of our shipments, : 


Within the last two years there hawaii a vast improvement made in 
the handling of our shipments, after they. reach the railroads, and the princi- 
pal cause of delay now is due to conyetstion and slow and irregular hand- 
ling in the yards here in delivering’ to and receiving from the several railroads 
radiating from St. Louis, 


We apprehend that unless immediate action is taken to legalize certain 
tracks now used under permit only, which action is, we believe, not opposed — 
by anyone, a congestion will result which will in a very few days cause an 
embargo to be sent broadcast over the country against the St. Louis gateway, 


In fact, it is generally conceded that there is no question’ as to the neces- 
sity for the additional terminal facilities proposed, and therefore, in view of — 
all of the conditions, all merchants and shippers should insist upon having salt 
non-essentials eliminated and demand action that will give us these —.

DEATH ASSAILS THE PLANS 
TO GIVE TO ST. LOUIS A 
MILLION IN POPULATION 


Averagg of Demises Shows a 
Gain Over Births in City 
During Week. 


Deaths in St. Louis last week were 
only 46 fewer than births, which were 
but 247, or about 60 less’ than the week- 
ly average for the month of January. 

Seven persons died of scarlatina, of 
which about fifty casés were reported. 
Diphtheria caused one death, croup one, 
whooping cough two and typhoid fever 
one, 

Alcoholism was, again--represented in 
ths mortality as it has been nearly 
every week for more than a month. 
Tuberculosis was at the head of the list 
of individual diseases as a factor in the 
death roll, having been fatal in 29 
cases. Pneumonia came next with 28 
and nephritis third with 27 deaths. 

There were six accidental deaths and 
one suicide. No homicide was reported.

Nothwithstanding the distinct identi- 
ties of the St. Louis Electric Bridge 
Co., and the St. Louls Electric Termin- 
al Railway Co., the latter, in obtaining 
its franchise, bound the former to ob- 
serve the rates which the Municipal 
Assembly of St. Louis specified as the 
maximum charges that could .be col- 
lected for freight and passengers a 
the McKinley System's bridge. 

What the city could do in the case of 
the McKinley System can be done, 
Councilman Schutz says, in the case of 
the Terminal if the same legal and 
legisiative procedure is followed—that 
is, by making the elimination of the 
“arbitraries’’ a prerequisite condition 
of the franchise.

In. the museum ible are monu- 
ments to many St. Louisans who have 
been generous friends of public art, 
most of them leaders in the business 
community. 
vhistéry, as well as the gtudent of art 
history, may spend absorbing days in 
pursuing the retrospective. interest of 
the collections. 

In this connection, one of the works 
to attract the eye is a portrait of the 
splendid; former citizen, Mr. James E. 
Yeatman, first president of the old Art 
Museum board, painted by the Nestor 
of present St. Louis artists, Mr. George 
C. Elchbaum,. This picture divides at- 
tention with other portraits, particularly 
one by the distinguished Easterner, 
Frederick C. Vinton, of Mr. Wayman 
Crow, whose gift of the land and build- 
ing at Nineteenth and Locust streets, 
some thirty years ago, provided for the 
establishment of the 8t.. Louis School 
of Fine Arts, and the museum that rap- 
idly developed in cénnection with it. 
Near by a bust of Mr. Crow by his fa- 
mous. protege, Miss Harriet Hosmer, is 
another historically valuable possession 
of national as well as local importance. 

This statue reminds St. Louisans that 
Miss Hosmer received her first commis- 
sion from a St. Louisan, and that the 
first woman artist of the country to 
achieve an international reputation owed 
very much to §t. Louis through Mr. 
Crow. Another historical distinction of 
St. Louis, which the statue to Mr. Crow 
commemorates is the fact that a work 
by Miss Hosmer in 8t. Louis, for which 
he secured her the commission, was the 
first importan: public monument by an 
American woman. 


out the galleries are gifts or bequests 
of former St. Louisans, or gifts of citi- 
zens who still are active friends. John 
T. Davis is a name frequently met with 
in this connection. One of the early 
presidents of the Museum Board, he 
seems to have been a frequent giver. 
The picture, “Paul and Silas in Pris- 
on,” painted by the early American, 
Washington Alliston, is one of Mr. Da- 
vis’ gifts, and is of prime interest to 
the student of American art. A splen- 
did collection of antique bronzes is an- 
other of his gifts. The magnificent pic- 
ture, “La Cigale,’”’ considered by some 
the greatest work of the celebrated 
Parisian, Jules Lefebvre, is one of sev- 
eral presented by Mr. Daniel Catlin. 
A fine illustration of modern German 
art is the picture, ‘‘Ein feste Burg ist 
Unser Gott,” by Gotthard Kuehl, one 
of the gifts of Mr. Adolphus Busch, 
who later presented the St. Elizabeth 
Mosaics, which exemplify the German 
plan of art education, of extending 
their art in all practical directions, and 
also remind: Americans because they 
were done under the patronage of the 
Emperor, that over there it is regarded 
as the duty of the’ Government to fos- 
ter in. every practical way the art ad- 
vancement of the people. 
Example of German Art. 

Prof: Hugo Schnars-Alquist’s huge 
picture, “A Narrow Escape,” is another 
considerable example of German art, 
the gift of Mr. William McMillan. The 
impressive painting, “Another Margue- 
rite,”’ presented by Mr. Charles Nagel, 
now Secretary of the Interior, “was the 
first exXample of that great modern 
Spanish master in any American mu- 
seum. Collections of applied art, that 
are full ef suggestions of what popular 
art éducation «will lead to, bear the 
name of John G. Chapman as dondr. 
These examples, from the Bernay and 
Hildesheim treasure, dug up on classic 
battlefields, to the recent achievements 
of English ceramists, are replete with 
historical association and meaning.

Son of Baptist Minister. 


Dr. Hyde is the son of a Baptist min- 
ister, now retired and living at Lexing- 
ton, Mo. He came to Kansas City in 
the early ‘90s, and became @ student at 
the University Medical College. He has 
three sisters, Mrs. E. N. Hopkins and 
Mrs. Ida Wilson of Lexington, and Miss 
Laura Hyde of Baylor, Tex. Before he 
came here he graduated from the Went- 
worth Military Academy at Lexington. 
When the engagement of Dr. Hyde 
to Miss Frances Swope was announced 
in 1904, there was surprise. It was gen- 
erally supposed he would marry a 
woman whose husband, a brewer, had 
divorced her. Another woman had in- 
trusted $6000 to him to be invested. 

She demanded its return but did not 
get it back until after she had brought 
suit for breach of promise,

Elderly Women Kind to Him. 

These things, for the most part, were 
brought by the elderly women who had 
benefited in one way or another by his 
kindness and as he was a bachelor, they 
prepared: such things as they thought 
a lone man might lack. 

Col. Swope looked upon money as a 
great responsibility. ‘I got mine with- 
out much. effort,’’ he once sakid, “and 
what to do with it bothers me a whole 
lot more than the worry I had in get- 
ting it.’’ 

Col. Swope cherished a plan to give 
Kansas City a great art museum and 
if he had lived longer would almost cer- 
tainly have done so. 

Lawyer Prominent in Case. 

Most prominent in the case outside 
of Ab sa of the family is John ‘Gal- 
latin. Paxton, family solicitor and close 
friend of the Swopes for many years, 
It was to him that Dr. Twyman, the 
family physician, went when the nurses 
served notice that they would remain 
in the Swope house on. condition that 
another person be ordered to leave.

Mr. Paxton is 50 years of age and it 
has been more than 30 years since he 
came from Virginia to Independence, but 
there has always been a considerable 
Southern colony in Independence and 
he still speaks with the accent of the 
Southland. For 30 years he has prac- 
ticed law successfully in Jackson 
County. 

Neghew of Col. Swope. 

Although for much of that time he was 
the friend and legal adviser of the fam- 
ily of Logan Swope, he at no time 
acted as attorney for Col. Swope, but 
he was the very intimate friend of 
James Moss Huaton, cousin of Col.

POOR._MURDER WEAPON 


Bacteriologists Declare a 


Physician Would Adopt 
Surer Method. 


Mrs. A. B. Wheeler's sefious illness 
from diphtheria, which she is believed 
to have contracted by handling germ 
cultures in the City Hospital bacterio- 
logical laboratory, offers a parajiel to 
one of the theories held by relatives and 
physicians in the Swope cage in Kansas 
City. 

Mrs. Wheeler had the duty of handling 
the phials containing the germ cultures. 
Hospital physicians believe she liberated 
some of them and inhaled them, or in 
some other way incurred contagion 
‘trom them. She was stricken with diph- 
therla a few days ago and now is con- 
fined to the isolation ward. 

The disease in the Swope mystery was 
typhold fever. 

St. Louis physicians yesterday. were 
asked by a Post- Dispatch reporter what 
light the Wheeler case might throw on 
the Swope mystery. They agreed that 
such inoculation as Mrs. Wheeler has 
suffered by accident might also natural- 
ly be brought about by design. But they 
also agreed that no one afd particularly 
no medical man, would be likely ¢ 
choose such a method. 

Dr. Carl Fisch, reputed one of the best 
bacteriological experts in Missouri, 
said that inoculation with typhoid 
germs would be easy, but he doubts 
that any physician would undertake it. 

“It {is likely that Mrs. Wheeler con- 
tracted diphtheria in handling cultures, 
but that presupposes some carelessness,” 
said Dr, Fisch. 

“Liberation of the germs from the 
culture in which they are usually kept 
for scientific purposes would explain her 
case readily enough. Diphtheria germs 
may be introduced into one’s throat in 
the air one breathes and are just as 
deadly in that case as if they were di- 
rectly transplanted. 
- “A physician would scarcely choose 
such .a plan .of removing. anyone from 
his way.” 

Few Cases Prove Fatal. 

Dr. Ohmann-Dumesnil, another au- 
thority on bacteriology, .said: 

“A physician might inoculate others 
with typhoid fever germs, but he would 
know that the mortality from. typhoid 
fever has been reduced to little more 
than 1 per cent. The disease, therefors, 
could hardly be depended on to cause 
death. Why not hydrophobia? 

“T have no doubt that Mrs. Wheeler 
contracted diphtheria in careless hand- 
ling of germ cultures. I recall the 
case of a physicijan who contracted 
glanders—a Geekee of horses—in that 
way. 

“Concede any man ordinary judgment, 
and you acquit him of the suspicion 
that he attempted to take the lives of 
others by inoculating them with ty- 
phoid fever germs,” said Dr. C. H, 
Hughes, noted as a neurologist and 
alienist. 

“A physician especially would know 
that not every one that contracts ty- 
phoid fever dies of it. Only a smal! 
percentage of those stricken by tphoid 
succumb to it, as a matter of fact. 
One who meant murder would certainly 
employ a surer method than typhoid tn- 
oculation. 

“The case of Mrs. Wheeler is differ- 
ent. She may have b®en incautious in 
handling the cultures in her care and 
freed some of the bacteria. That is 
quite credible. But she was the vic- 
tim of an accident.’’

Recently Senator Stone attacked the 
alleged extravagance of the Hadley ad- 
ministration. In a speech at Holden, 
Mo., a few days ago the Governor re- 
plied to this accusation and denounced 
the 1908 senatorial primary § election, 
which on the face of the returns gave 
Stone the nomination over Joseph W. 
Folk by a majority of approximately 
13,000. 

Answering this broadside, the Senator 
challenged Gov. Hadley to prove ‘Folk 
had not been squarely defeated.” 

Post-Dispatch Started Inquiry. 

The Hadley rejoinder is a reitera- 
tion of the evidence published by the 
Post-Dispatch 14 months ago in sup- 
port of its demand: for a legislative 
investigation of the senatorial pri- 
mary election. 

Following this expose, the Legis- 
lature appointed a joint committee to 
verify the returns in the contest: for 
Lieutenant-Governor, there being a 
difference of approximately 89 votes 
between the Republican and Demo- 
cratic candidates for that office. The 
House of Representatives was Repub- 
lican and the Senate Democratic. 

While the legislative leaders on 
both sides declared their belief that 
frauds had been perpetrated in the 
senatorial primary in. St. Louis, they 
refused to approve a formal investi- 
gation, On joint ballot the Democrats 
had a majority of eight and were 
therefore sure, of. elécting a Demo- 
cratic Senator. 

Principals, Were Indifferent. 

During the course of the recount of 
the. ballots for ‘ieutenant-governor, 
Post-Dispatch obtained incontroverti- 
bie Preef of gross ‘irregularities in the 
senatorial election. It printed the state- 
ment. of: an. election commissioner to 
the effect that 10,000 votes were im- 
prope&.counted for Stone. In one pre- 
cinct of the Fourth Ward it was shown 
that thé. vote for the Democratic nomi- 
ne for United States Senator equalled 
the total registered vote of the pre- 
cinct.. Friends ef foermer-Governor 
Folk, among whom were several in- 
fluential “members of the legislature, 
expressed: themselves in favor of an 
inquiry, but Folk declined to interfere.

Yesterday. when I visited her in her 
rooms at the Maryland, she was just a 
little blonde woman, fair, stout and 
forty. And-when Dr. Ben Reitman, her 
advance agent, known as “King of the 
Tramps,’ kept thrusting his head in the 
door and making irrelevant remarks, 
only to be pushed out and locked out, 
Emma Goldman remindeu me of noth- 
ing so much as a too indulgént mother 
contending with an obstreperous boy 
who had outgrown her authority. 


Personality Is Attractive 
When She Is Off Platform 


T is thus that Limma Goldman is 
dangerously attractive to those who 
come actuaily in contact with her, 

as I did, rather than repellant in her 
personality, as she has been described. 

Now that the would-be censors may 
be further forewarned of the smal] per- 
son who is to take the field against 
them, I asked her to state her mode 
of proceedure whén she will make her 
first stand in her lecture on the drama 
with reference to the social stage cen- 
sorship problem at Druid’s Hall Sunday 
afterncon. 

“I shall state that apart from its po- 
litical aspect a censorship will not 
prohibit the performance of objection- 
able plays,” she declared. “Ih England 
the censorship results‘in invitation per- 
férmances and such performances in- 
variably attract because of their very 
secrecy, people who should not be 
there. Such puritainism as stage cen- 
sorship would engender is of the sort 
which does not believe in drinking in the 
open, but will drink on the quiet and 
take scented candy to disguise its 
breath. I shall show that the organized 
church, whose ministers uphold a cen- 
sorship, has not,advanced farther than 
to employ nice young girls as ushers to 
replace men.

| Darkness’ to shaw how organized 
religion has kept the world in 
darkness, I shall talk of Brand to show 
Ibsen’s conception of religion dealing 
with man. I shall speak of ‘Salsworthy’s 
Strife,” which deals with the terrible so- 
cial evil. I shall talk of Hauptmann’s 
‘Before Sunrise, Lonely Souls,’ and Gor- 
ki’s ‘Pit,’ dealing with the underworld, 
and a wonderful play of Frank Wede- 
kind’s, recently translated, which is cer- 
tain to bring down the outraged fist of 
Anthony Comstock when it is produced 
shortly in Philadelphia.

The President’s bold political stroke in 
compelling the House to investigate the 
cost of living is the third big political 
move made to take away the Demo- 
cratic: thunder. The first was the prac- 
tical overthrow of Speaker Cannén. The 
President demanded and is getting an 
investigation of the Ballinger-Pinchot 
row. That was the second move. 

Taft Gets There First. 

In his first message to this session 
of Congress, the President gave the leg- 
islators a hint as to their duty in re- 
spect to the increased cost of living. An 
avalanche of resolutions of investigation 
‘followed, but they were buried in Sepak- 
er Cannon’s “rules committee.” Most 
of them were of Dernocratic authorship. 
The Democrats are blaming the high 
prices on the tariff. The President dis- 
putes this and so do the Republican 
leaders. The leaders decided that the 
place to thresh out the question would 
be before the committee which framed 
the tariff law. 

In order to still the Democrats an in- 
vestigation was decided on this week, 
and the Democratic leader, Champ 
Clark, was appointed to act with the 
Republican leader in drafting the reso- 
lution providing for the inquiry. 

Stroke a Bold One. 

The President’s stroke is a bold one, 
and means that, sink or swim, the Re- 
publican party must stand on its rec- 
ord. 

If the insurgent charge is true that 
the party has violated its platform 
pledges and that the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff law is responsible for the high 
prices, the stroke will be a disastrous 
one. 

If the facts developed by

She struck solid- 
ly ‘and it was soon realized there was 
no hope for her. The tide was rising 
and soon the vessel was listing badly. 
There was no sea, however; and the pas- 
sengers and crew managed to take to 
the boats without great difficulty. Ih 
was alsu possible to get supplies and 
some heavy clothing and bedding ashore 
and the castaways went into camp un- 
der fairly comfortable conditions. 

On Jan. 7, the second mate, Gus 
Swanson, and four sailors, started in a 
small boat for Kodiak, where they ex- 
pected to connect with one of the other 
vessels of the Alaska Steamship Co. 
Since then these men have not been 
heard from. 

The Farallon sailed from Valdez Jan 
2 for Kodiak. She was a wooden screw 
Steamer: of 70 gross tons, was. com- 
manded by Capt. J. C. Hunter and car- 
ried a crew of 27 officers and men and 
a few passengers.

Abandoned Later. 





NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—A radical re- 
vision of football is under advisement 
by the Intercollegiate Rules Committee 
In charge. Greater safety for the player 
and more.variety for the spectator are 
felt to be essential if the game is to 
be permitted to live by public opinion. 
The Rules Committee adjourned to- 
night until Mafch 23%, after appointing. 
a subcommittee to consider three plans 
of reorganization. The subcommittee is 
composed of A. A. Stagg, University of 
Chicago; Dr. W. L. Dudley, Vanderbilt 
University, Nashville, Tenn., and O. W. 
Savage, Oberlin, O. When the Rules 
Committee reconvenes it will pass for- 
mally on the recommendations decided 
upon in the meantime by the subcom- 
mittee. 

In the main the committee now feels 
that the injuries to players are largely 
due not so much to mass plays as to 
savage tackles. 

Accordingly it is recommended that 
there be no more diving tackles; that a 
rigid physical examination of all candi- 
dates be insisted upon with medical su- 
pervision of all players throughout the 
season; that. buffeting with the shioul- 
ders of ends racing down the field after 
the ball be abolished, and that the back 
who receives a punt be protected, on 
the other hand, from unnecessary vio- 
lence by the ends. 

Under one of the three plans sug- 
gested playing halves wot be short- 
ened from 35 to 30 minut\s, with 15 
intermission between and these 
halves themselves split again into 
four periods of 15 minutes’ play, with 
intermissions of five minutes. 

High Schools Not Wanted. 

It is a question in the opinion of 
the committee if it would not be wise 
to abolish football between high schools, 
or at least between high schools and 
colleges, where players are more ma- 
ture in physique.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 5.—‘‘Socie- 
ty” is involved in a huge scandal suit 
now pending in Milwaukee, in which 
Mrs. Kate Townsend, a prominent mem- 
ber of the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion, in accusing four other members of 
the same organization of conspiracy to 
drive the plaintiff out of Milwaukee's 
respectable society.

KIDNAPING IS CHARGED 





Man Is in Prison, but Help- 
meet Declares She Will 
Stand by Him. 





You who quibble about the double 
standard of morality, hear now the story 
‘of Mrs. Emma Taylor of Belleville, who 
took as her own her husband’s nameless 
child through dread of scandal and a 
surpassing wifely devotion. 


By a carefully contrived deceit, Mrs. } 


Taylor led her neighbors to believe the 
child was her own; and her plan to 
shield the family name from scandal 
was successful untfl mother-love tri- 
umphed over the premium that 19-year- 
old Mary Bowman put on her good 
name. Through the courts the girl be- 
gan yesterday an effort to regain her 
l-month-old child from WNathanie] A. 
Taylor, its father. 

. And When Mrs. Taylor heard it, her 
commefit was: “I will stick to my hus- 
band, because wnen I married him I 
took an oath to stand by him until 
death: but I could kill that girl.’’ 

; Taylor was sentenced to jail by the 
County Court at Belleville yesterday 
afternoon because he was not able to 
pay the judgment entered against him 
in favor of the child’s mother who, until 
a month ago, worked as a servant in 
his home. The judgment was for $550. 
Of this amount the Court ordered $100 to 
be paid at once and the remainder in 
sums of $50 at intervals of a year, for 
nine years. Taylor will be released 
from jail when he makes the first pay- 
ment. 

Warrants charging, Taylor and _=§ his 
wife with kidnaping also were sworn out 
by the girl. 

Wife Stands by Husband. 

Mrs. Taylor spent the day visiting 
friends in Bellevite itn an effort to 
gather enough money for her husband's 
release. Until Taylor was summoned 
before Police Magistrate Evans Satur- 
day and bound over to the County 
Court, Mrs. Taylor thought she had 
kept the family disgrace a close.secret. 


“I acted as I did,” said “Mrs. Taylor |, 


to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘as much 
from a desire to protect the name of the 
girl, for whom I felt pity, as I did to 
keep clean the name of. ovr home. The 
girl had agreed to let me take the child 
and keep it. Some time.ago the girl, 
my husband and myself had:a talk. The 
girl eagreed to let me know when the 
child was’ born. I was to go and get it.’’ 

With the connivance of a woman 
nurse, Mrs. ‘Taylor le@ her neighbors to 
belieye the child was her own. 

Mrs. Weissenborn, a neighbor of Mrs. 
Taylor, says that she accompanied Mrs. 


Taylor to the Morgan street hospital in 


St. Louis.to get the child. 

‘‘Mrs. Taylor,’’ said Mrs. Weissenborn, 
“went Into the room where the girl was, 
and left me standing in the hall with 
her adopted daughter. But the child be- 
gan to ery and I opened the door of the 
room to take the infant in to Mrs. Tay- 
lor. As I entered I heard the Bowman 
girl tell Mrs. Taylor tnat it would be all 
right for her to take the baby. I can't 
see what ground there is for charging 
Mrs. Taylor and. her husband with kid- 
naping.’”’ 

The kidnaping warrants against Tay- 
lor and his wife have not been sérved 
and the State’s Attorney is showing no 
disposition to prosecute the charge. ¢ 


Wife Has the Child. 

Mrs. Taylor still has possession of the 
infant and though her heart is filled 
with hatred for its natural mother, she 
says she will resist every effort to take 
it away from her. 

Taylor is a coal miner. 
girl was not before Magistrate Evans 
when Taylor was bound over to the 
Circuit Court, nor did she appéar in the 
Circuit Court when the man was seén- 


tenced later in the day, after admitting | 


the case against him. 

The only time the Bowman girl has 
appeared in the proceedings was when 
she accompanied the matron of the Bt. 
Louis hospital to the office of the Chief 
of Police of Belleville Friday‘ night.

MH O ts there, looking at the West- 
ern sky at sunset and seeing 
the flaming tail of “Comet 
A, 1910,” has not wondered 
what it is all about? 

We are all blase, mere or 
less, when we are not totally indifferent, to 
the wonders of the celestial bod*es which we 
have seen every night since our birth—the 
moon, the planets, the stars—until they have 
ceased to impress us with their wonders. But 
wcomet! Ah, that is different. The attention 
of mortals is fercibly attracted to a comet 
because its rarity, its singularity, its mystery, 
“enthralls even the dullest mind. 

The comet which came into the sky so re- 
(ently and so unexpectedly probably never 
fwas seen by mortal eve before. It came «nto 
‘our sky from out the terrible immensity. I! 
‘will be within our vision for a few weeks. 
‘tuhen it will disappear into infinity, probabl, 
‘never to visit the sun again. 
&- There are no heavenly bodies about which 
.£0 little is known by men as comets The 
planets and the stars, their orbits and their 
“constituents, are as well known to ‘astrono- 
hers as the present limitations of science will 
,permit. But of the comets practically. noth- 
ing is absolutely known. They are the mys- 
‘ Gerious strangers of the heavens which whirl 
into our ken unheralded, remain a short space

before we have had time to know them.

Camille Flammarion, the great French as- 
tronomer, hazards the opinion that some of the 
comets are volatilized coal, as they seem to be 
carbon, combined either with oxyzen or with hy- 
drogen.

“The analysis of comets is far from being 
finished,” says Flammarion. “Are they com- 
posed of carbon? Everyone now knows that the 
diamond is composed of pure carbon, and there 
is nothing e.sier than to reduce a diamond to a 
bit of eharcoal. In the eyes of the chemist a 
diamond liks the Koh-i-noor is notiing more 
than a small piece of admirably formed carbon. 
May not the comets, then, be the diamonds of 
the sky? After terrifying the planetary popula- 
tions by their always strange and often sinister 
aspect, shall they now be admired as the precious 
stones of the celestial casket?

vastly great as to be almost incomprehensibie. 
What if a comet should come into collision with 
the earth or the sun? Such an encounter is not 
impossible. No law of celestial mechanics for- 
bids that two bodies should come into collision, 
be broken up, pulverized and mutually reduced 
to vapor. The encounter of two lightning trains 
like the earth and a comet would probably not 
be harmless. A continent broken up, a kingdom 
ed, Paris, London, New York, or Pekin an- 
flated, would be one of the least effects of: the 
sdsentlal catastrophe. But, according to Arago,

tails. That of 1848 was accomp2nied by a mar 
velous rectilinear tai] measuring 18 000,000 railes, 
and traveled at a speed of 342 miles a second. 
It traversed the flames of the sun, and amerged 
from them safe and sound. 

Donati’s comet of 1858 had a tail that extended 
55,900,000 miles into the heavens, and the comet 
of 1861 almost rivalled it. The magnificent of 
1882 touched the sun, traveling at the rate of 
299 miles a second, and continued on its course 
into infinity. 

One of the most remarkable things about the 
presence of the “Comet A, 1910” is its appear- 
ance at approximately the same time as that 
of Halley’s comet. But the two comets are pur- 
suing entirely different paths, and the comet at 
present in vieuw ig likely to be a far grander

intention, except that it was first seen in the 
Southern sky, and was visible only in the morn- 
ing before sunrise, The present comet is seun 
in the Western sky only in the evening after 
sunset. 

Comets are distinguished from the planets by 
their aspects and their motions. They are com- 
monly considered as composed of three parts: 
the nucleus, the coma (or head, from which they 
derive their name), and the tail 

The nucleus, to the naked eyé, is a point of 
light resembling a star or planet. Viewed through 

a telescope it generally has 4 small disk, but 
andes off so gradually that it is difficult to esti- 
mate its magnitude. In large comets it is some- 
times several hundreds of miles in diameter. 

The nucleus is always surrounded by a mass 
of foggy light, which is called the coma. To 
the naked eye the nucleus and coma together 
look like a star seen through & mass of fog, 
which surrounds jt with a sort of halo. The 
nucleus and coma together are commonly called 
the head of the comet. 

The tail of the comet is simply & continuation 
of the coma extending out to a great distance, 
and always directed away from tne sun. It has 
the appearance of a stream Of milky light, which 
grows fainter and broader as it recedes from the 
head. Like the coma it shades off so gradually: 
that it is impossible to fix any boundaries to Jit. 
The more brilliant the head of the comet, the 
longer and brighter the tail. 

Comets do not, like the planets, revolve around

not been determined, as it has been impossible 
to show how all the phenomena they present 
follow from the éa of matter as we learn 
them at the surface of the earth. All comets 
which bave been examined by the spectroscope 
show a spectrum ee in part at least, of 
bright Ines or The positions of the 
bands leave no doubt any A carbon, hydrogen and 
nitrogen, and probably oxygen, are present in 
cometary matter. 

The tail of a comet is mot a permanent ap- 
pendage, but ie composed of masses of vapor 
which has already been described as ascending 
from the nucleus, and afterward moving away 
from the sun. The tall which we gee on one 
evening is not absolutely the same We saw the 
evening before, a portion of the latter having 
been dissipated, while new mattef has taken its 
pines, as with the stream of smoke from & stc 1m- 


The motion of the matter which forms 
the tail being always from the sun, there seems 
to be a repulsive force exerted by the sun upon 
it. The form of thé comet’s tail, on’ the suppo- 
sition that it is composed of matter driven away 
from the sua with a uniformly accelerated ve- 
locity, has been several times investigated, and 
found to represent thé observed form of the tail

It is generally believed that the tails of comets 
follow them ‘in their course, like a train of 
_ phoephorert matter. This is not true. These 
appendages are always .opposite the sun, as if 
they were the luminous shadow of the comet, or 
as if the sun, using the nucleus as a headlight, 
shot its rays mill'ons of miles into space. The 
train is extended in 2 pl«ne of the orbit of the 
comet, and does not descend below or rise above 
it. Its apparent length, its width, and even its 
form, depend on the perspective under which it 
is seen. 

One of the largest comets which have appeared 
to the eyes of mortals, that of 1843, had a tall 
absolutely straight and exactly opposite the sun. 

Comets are of two kinds, periodic and pafabolic. 
The periodic planets travel in enormous ellipses 
around our sun, ahd the time of their approach 
has been calculated. The par@bolic comets dash 
into our sky, round the sun afid hurry off on the 
return lap of their unknown orbits. Halley’s 
comet has been making a periodic trip around 
the sun every 75.6 years for hundreds of cen- 
suries, and no one knows how long before that. 
It ig due to make its regular visit to the sun 
this year, and will reach its perihelion May 24. 
The comet at present in our sky belongs to the 
parabolic class, and nothing.is known about it. 

The parabolic comets are celestial tramps, who 
come unbidden and unexpected, frighten the ig- 
norant with fears of cataclysms for awhile and 
then disappear forever. These comets have ever 
tmpressed ignorant people with terror.

WHERE SCIENCE IS OF VALUE. 


But here the ‘learning of the man of science 
enters and {is of great value. A knowledge of the 
laws of breeding and heredity will make it popssi- 
ble to develop a new species that will combine the 
good points of both the cattle and buffalo. Cattle, 
for instance, give great quantities of milk, while 
the buffalo does not. The buffalo has a valuable 
skin. The ideal condition would be one under 
which an animal was developed having both these 
qualities. In the first generation of cattelo out of 
hundreds there would be likely to appear a few 
individuals which did not breed true to either 
parent and showed these good qualities of both. 
The unusual members would be selected and bred 
together. The good qualities would appear greatly 
strengthened in a large proportion of the offspring. 
These would again be\bred together, and so 
until a strain was finally developed that had the 
good qualities of both firmly fixed. Here would

There is another 
case in point in connection with the cow. The 
zebu or sacred bull of India, is sufficiently near 
akin to the cow to make the cross possible. -. 
cattleman in Texas some years ago conceived the 
idea of introdycing the zebu into Texas and devel- 
oping a strain of cattle that were particularly 
adapted to certain conditions there. He wanted, 
in the first place, an animal that was immune 
from the Texas tick, which bears disease and 
causes the death*of many cattle in that section. 
He wanted, in the second place, an anima] that 
was better adapted to the swamps and marshes 
of the coast country where there was feed with- 


- out end, but under conditions in which the Amer- 


ican cow did not thrive. The sacred bull of In- 
dia supplied just these needs. The skin of the 
animal exudes an oily secretion which is intolera- 
ble to the tick, and these as a consequence never 
attack it. The zebu in India has lived for cen- 
turies in the marshes and swamps and re,ards 
them as its native haunts. A special trip was 
made to India and a herd of 25 zebu were finally 
introduced into Texas. They have there been bred 
to the native cattle and the resulting cross, called 
the cattabu obtained, having the good qualities of 
both parents, It is expected to make possible 
net ee = gp reg of cattle on the limit- 
less mo at extends, roughly, along the coast 
from Baltimore to Brownsville in a poe 50 niles 
wide. Incidentally the meat prices of the nation 
are expected to tumble by the time buffalo coats 
come to be worn by the mechanic's children.

ZEBRASS IS A BEAUTY. 


The zebrass is one of the prettiest creatures in 
the world. It has the heavy coat of hair of its 
mother on the body and the short coat of its fa- 
ther an the head and legs, thus exaggerating its 
already appurent trimness. The stripes of the male 
parent are present but greatly dimmed on the body, 
while vivid on the legs. The flat body of the 


father and the round body of the mother strike a’ 


happy compromise and the creature is put to- 
gether and coupled up in such a way as to make 
glad the heart of the stockman who is able to 
judge the utility of an anfmal by its build. Its 
nose is as trim as that of an Arabian horse and 
it is as active as an antelope. The yearling colts

will, of course, result in a vastly superior animal, 
for it is intended that the large and well bred 
asses will be used as mothers. 

The greatest hybrid that the world has ever 
known is the mule: This is a cross between thm 
horse and the ass.

The mule had to be taken as he was and made the 
most of.

T FIRST there were only two

Club of New York. 

When Chicago and New 
York had got into a wrangle 
about the respective merits 

of their entrants there seemed to be no end to it, 

for while Chicago pooh-poohed the claims of New 

York, the city beside the Hudson River sniffed at 

the audacity of Windyburg in daring to compete 

at all, St. Louis brought forward, as a “show me” 
competitor, a young model in the St. Louis art 
schools, who will be known as Miss X for the rea- 
son that she does not desire her real name to 
come into the discussion. Before she would per- 

mit her photographs to be used she exacted a 

promise that her face should be masked. This 

promise has been complied with. . 

The Chicago beauty, Mrs. Gores, did not enter 
the competition of her own vYolition. She was 
forced into it through the publicity given her, by 
Charles E. White Jr., president of the Fine Arte 
Society of Chicago, who claimed to have discoy- 
ered that she was “as perfect physically as any 
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woman in the world.” He called in the reporters 
and told them about her and gave them her pho- 
tographs, and they sent the news broadcast that 
Chicago had the most perfectly formed woman in 
America.

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WHEN TEA, COFFEE AND CHOCOLATE WERE NOVE 


NE finds it difficult to think of tea; cof- 
tee and chocolate as ever having been 
novelties. Elizabeth-Charlotte, Princess 
Palantine, who married the Buc d’Or- 

leans, brother of Louis XIV, fn 1672, had never 
tasted tea, coffee vor chocolate until she went to 
Paris as a bride. She did not like them, or, tn 
fact, anything the French cooks prepared for 
her. Arvede Barine says in her fine biography of 
this Princess, “Madame, Mother of the Regent”: 
“She found fault with almost everything in 
France; with the cooking, first and foremost, of 
which she complained all her life. We can quote 
at random,and at any date; thirty or forty years 
later she uttered the same lamentations. ‘I can- 
not get accustomed to it. Fat is used in cooking, 
not a particle of butter.’ Bouillon was constantly 
employed and bouillon made her ‘swell.’ She 


could not swallow the soups, the fish disagreed’ 


with her, and, finally, by way of delicacies, there 
were three abominable ‘drugs,’ three new inven- 
tions, tea, coffee and chocolate, which she de- 
scribed to her German friends after an ener- 
getically realistic fashion, which one must accept 
from Madame or else shut the book. The a ree 
late was sweetish and maue one aick. “That 
nothing, howover, a8 compared with coffee. ‘For 
my part, the odor of coffee is like nothing but 
that of the breath of the late Archbishop of Paris.’ 
And coffee was yet as nothing compared with 
tea. 

“She marveled that French stomachs were able 
to endure these abominable drinxs and these 
stews. Hers could not stand them, and yet she 
boasted of its solidity; but it was ‘a genuine Ger- 
man stomach,’ with a patriotic digestion, so that 
to give it tone once more she had to swallow a 
good draft of hot beer, with nutmeg, or “ ‘good 
dish of sauerkraut with smoked sausages.’ The

I have int ced raw ham and a great 
many of eur German dishes, such as sauerkraut 
and white cabbage,-bacon salad, savoy cabbage, 
venison, of which, till now, one rarely ate and 
pancakes with smoked herring. All of these I 
have made fashionable. I taught the late King to 
eat these things and he quite took té them. My 
German mouth so loves German food that there 
is not a single French stew that I can endure, I 


only eat roast beef, veal or .outton, roasted chick-.
